'Dublin's neutrality has deprived 


the Anglo-American Allies of naval 
bases with the result that the war 
has.;been lengthened 
and 
Allied 


lives and shipping have been lost. 
We./have needed little Eric's help 
badly. Why then has she stood out? 


•Well, I've spent a lot of time in 


lovely Ireland. I know her hospit- 
able folk and have enjoyed 
their 


bounty. It was an Irishman who, 
oh' one desperate night of revolu- 
tion; risked his life to save mine. 
Sb/while I haven't discovered any 
legitimate arguments to 
support 


Eire's continued neutrality, yet I 
know her well enough to 
under- 


stand what has impelle.d her 
to 


cling'to this position. 


The basic reason is Eire's bit- 


terness toward everything English. 


So pwerful is this feeling in the 


heart of the average southern Irish- 
man that he would sacrifice him- 
self rather than give aid to Eng- 
land. Of course, not all citizens of 
'Eire, feel that way. Some 200,000 
!are.fighting with the British forces, 
'and''others are lending their sup- 
port. Still, the 
majority 
of the 


southern Irish want nothing to do 
with the English. 


Probably Premier De Valera, 


whom I have known 
for 
many 


years on a most friendly basis, 
''yquld'spank me for the assertion 
abput hatred. He would say that 
the security of Ireland has 
de- 


fended on neutrality. However, I 
think the support which his people 
are giving him in this stand is due 
to their anti-English feeling. 


Twenty-eight 
years ago come 


': Easter/ southern Ireland was in re 


hp.llion against England. That was 
bloody Easter week — and bloody 
jt was. I was there as a reporter. 
De Valera himself was one of the 
leaders of that revolt, and 
was 


pardoned after being condemned to 
death. Then followed years of fierce 
conflict between the Irish and the 
British armed constabulary. 


Many of the present generation 


of southern Irish lived through this' 
period. And back of that were hun- 
dreds of years of strife 
between 


Ireland and England. Those things 
aren't forgotten overnight 


Eire undoubtedly would say her 


heart is with the.Allied cause. But 
she feels strongly, and her hear 
isn't with John Bull.

Ledo and our old friend the Burma 
road,, which was China's lifeline to 
the outside world before the Japa- 
nese overan Burma. When he in- 
vaders cut the latter road they left 
the Chinese end of it up in the air 
so to speak. 


As the result of lhat catastrophe 


American transport planes under 
our Lt. Gen. "Uncle Jos" Stilwell 
took over the job of supplying the 
'hard-hit Chinese. Meanwhile Amer- 
ican engineers drove a new high- 
way northeastward through the In- 
dian-territory west of Burma to the 
town of Ledo which is just across 
'the narrow northern tip of Burrna 
;from:the severed end of the Burma 
road:in Chinese territory. 


Completion of the Ledo road was 


achieved some time ago, and the 
problem then became how to join 
.it to the Burma highway. The Nip- 
ponese rushed troops into the far 
north to keep the Allied forces from 
joining up the new life-line, 
and 


sporadic fighting developed. 


Six months ago Uncle Joe set his 


fighting ]aw and made himself a 
new strategy for ousting the enemy 
from northern Burma We are see- 
ing the results of this plan now 
Working from Ledo, Stilwell sent 
specially trained Chinese troops 
into the Hukwang valley and they 
pushed southward towards the Jap- 
anese base of Maihgkwan. 


Simultaneously youthful 
Major 


General Fra'nk Merrill, with sea- 
soned jungle fighters fresh 
from 


the Pacific warfare, drove across 
mountains and through the terrible 
jungles, and came at the enemy in 
the Maingkwan region from 
the 


south. This created the trap which 
killed 2,000 Japanese and surround- 
ed maybe 2,000 


".American and Chinese forces are 


continuing to smash southward in 
the Hukwang valley. That 
word 


''smash" is a euphemism, by the 
way, for an Associated Press dis- 
patch yesterday said they "ad- 
vanced two miles in 24 hours " 
That's how hard the' going is in 
this 
fever-ridden, 
snake-infested 


jungle country. This Stilwell expe- 
dition undoubtedly is headed ulti- 
!mately for the Japanese super base 
of Myitkyina, south of the Hukwang 
valley.

That's never an easy assignment, 


for j-eaders must find .military- op- 
erations hard to follow in that pn- 
mordeal region where the world is 
Still young. However, we can agree 
that* there'^s ta_fascinatjon In Jhis 
mysterious zone up under the "roof 
of ,the, world" where Yankee 
and 


Allied troops are fighting. 


:This really is a continuation of 


our column's previous story Of a 
road, or rather two roads — the 
Ledo and our old friend the Burma 
road,, which was China's lifeline to 
the outside world before the Japa- 
nese overan Burma. When he in- 
vaders cut the latter road they left 
the Chinese end of it up in the air 
so to speak. 


As the result of lhat catastrophe 


American transport planes under 
our Lt. Gen. "Uncle Jos" Stilwell 
took over the job of supplying the 
'hard-hit Chinese. Meanwhile Amer- 
ican engineers drove a new high- 
way northeastward through the In- 
dian-territory west of Burma to the 
town of Ledo which is just across 
'the narrow northern tip of Burrna 
;from:the severed end of the Burma 
road:in Chinese territory. 


Completion of the Ledo road was 


achieved some time ago, and the 
problem then became how to join 
.it to the Burma highway. The Nip- 
ponese rushed troops into the far 
north to keep the Allied forces from 
joining up the new life-line, 
and 


sporadic fighting developed. 


Six months ago Uncle Joe set his 


fighting ]aw and made himself a 
new strategy for ousting the enemy 
from northern Burma We are see- 
ing the results of this plan now 
Working from Ledo, Stilwell sent 
specially trained Chinese troops 
into the Hukwang valley and they 
pushed southward towards the Jap- 
anese base of Maihgkwan. 


Simultaneously youthful 
Major 


General Fra'nk Merrill, with sea- 
soned jungle fighters fresh 
from 


the Pacific warfare, drove across 
mountains and through the terrible 
jungles, and came at the enemy in 
the Maingkwan region from 
the 


south. This created the trap which 
killed 2,000 Japanese and surround- 
ed maybe 2,000 


".American and Chinese forces are 


continuing to smash southward in 
the Hukwang valley. That 
word 


''smash" is a euphemism, by the 
way, for an Associated Press dis- 
patch yesterday said they "ad- 
vanced two miles in 24 hours " 
That's how hard the' going is in 
this 
fever-ridden, 
snake-infested 


jungle country. This Stilwell expe- 
dition undoubtedly is headed ulti- 
!mately for the Japanese super base 
of Myitkyina, south of the Hukwang 
valley. 


Today a-fresh development is re- 


ported. British troops have crossed 
from Assam into Burma west of 
Myitkyina, presumably with 
the 


.idea of hitting that base from the 
south while Stilwell smashes at it 
from the north

ations really are threefold.

are (1) to permit of the joining of 
th Ledo and Burma roads;

Rules Races 
Cannot Be 
Extended 


Little Rock, March 14 — MV- At- 


torney deneral Guy E. Williams 
ruled today that the State Racing 
Commission could not grant a six~- 
day extension to the current racing 
season at Hot Springs 
Oaklawn 
Park. 


The commission asked for the 


opinion after its resolution approv- 
ing the extension had been bitterly 
opposed by Governor Adkins. All 
net proceeds from the additional 
six days were" to go to various state 
and national charities. 


Williams said the season could 


not be legally extended because the 
State racing law, allowing 60 days 
racing a year, stipulated that no 
one racing period was to exceed 
thirty days during any 
one six 


months of a calendar year. 


He added that the 
commission 


could not license any other organi- 
zation to continue the meet because 
"the license issued Oaklawn Jock- 
ey Club is the only license that can 
be issued to operate a race track 
or hold a race meeting in Garland 
county. ' 


"Therefore the Racing Commis- 


sion would be prohibited from giv- 
ing a license to any other persons 
even though such 
persons 
were 


local citizens and all the proceeds 
would be given to charity," he as- 
serted. 


"It. is also plain that only 60 days 


of racing can be had in any one 
year and that this 60 days must 
be divided so that not more than 
30 days of racing can be had in 
any six months period in any cal- 
endar year."

and selling off sirens in the Lon- 
don area 


Th air ministry said Le Mans 


was hit in a "heavy attack," indi- 
cating the increasing weight 
of 


these specialized night blows during 
a period when the moonlight has 
prevented major saluration attacks 
deep into Germany in coordination 
with American daylight assaults.

There is a shortage in these edi- 
tions. Nor en" missionary societies 
get wholesale lots printed In Hot- 
lenlol. The lack of paper and man- 
power simply won't permit it. Bui 
just about there, the Bible "short- 
ago" ends. 


According lo Rep. Marion T. 


Bennett of Missouri, who has made 
a survey of Bibles in the armed 
services, 
more 
than 
11,000,000 


pockel-sizc Bibles have been issued 
already by just three agencies — 
and thai doosn'l lake into account 
the millions given by individuals, 
churches and 
sectional religious 


societies. 


It's a safe statement that 
the 


armed forces have received for dis- 
Iribulion more Bibles than there 
are men and women in uniform. 
And there isn't 
any 
diminishing 


supply today despite curtailment of 
some editions for civilians. Losses, 
destruction and wear, of course, 
account for the surplus. According 
to the American Bible Society, the 
supply still is barely keeping 
up 


with the demand. 


The ABS, by private subscription 


and through its own printing facili- 
ties, has distributed, since Pearl 
Harbor, 3,312,000 pocket-size Bibles 
to the armed forces. It also has 
upplied a half million more 
in 


8 languages lo prisoners of war. 
Gideon International, famous for 


Hilling Bibles in hole! rooms, has 
lislrlbuled about 3,000,000. In ad- 
dition, the government has distrib- 
ilcd more than 4,600,000 and 1,250- 
300 more are rolling off Ihe presses 
usl as fasl as the Government 
Printing Office can turn Ihcm out.

coming up in gardens, fields, and 
woodlands may contribute vitamin 
C to meals.

Bibles. 


There is a shortage in these edi- 
tions. Nor en" missionary societies 
get wholesale lots printed In Hot- 
lenlol. The lack of paper and man- 
power simply won't permit it. Bui 
just about there, the Bible "short- 
ago" ends. 


According lo Rep. Marion T. 


Bennett of Missouri, who has made 
a survey of Bibles in the armed 
services, 
more 
than 
11,000,000 


pockel-sizc Bibles have been issued 
already by just three agencies — 
and thai doosn'l lake into account 
the millions given by individuals, 
churches and 
sectional religious 


societies. 


It's a safe statement that 
the 


armed forces have received for dis- 
Iribulion more Bibles than there 
are men and women in uniform. 
And there isn't 
any 
diminishing 


supply today despite curtailment of 
some editions for civilians. Losses, 
destruction and wear, of course, 
account for the surplus. According 
to the American Bible Society, the 
supply still is barely keeping 
up 


with the demand. 


The ABS, by private subscription 


and through its own printing facili- 
ties, has distributed, since Pearl 
Harbor, 3,312,000 pocket-size Bibles 
to the armed forces. It also has 
upplied a half million more 
in 


8 languages lo prisoners of war. 
Gideon International, famous for 


Hilling Bibles in hole! rooms, has 
lislrlbuled about 3,000,000. In ad- 
dition, the government has distrib- 
ilcd more than 4,600,000 and 1,250- 
300 more are rolling off Ihe presses 
usl as fasl as the Government 
Printing Office can turn Ihcm out.

Failure to find a single 
Japanese ship or to draw the at 
tack of a single Japanese 
plane

"It demonstrated our naval as 


well as air superiority over a large 
section of the South Pacific. It also 
looks like the Japs 
have 
aban- 


doned their forces (in the South Pa- 
cific) and left them to subsisl on 
victory gardens."
